Montreal, Sept. 14.—Hon. &. 
P. Roblin, premier of Manitoba, 
expresses the belief that Mr, R. 
L. Borden will be carried into 
power by a good majority, irres- 
pective of the number of seats 
that the Conservative leader may 
receive in the Province of Que- 
bec. The premier of the prairie 
province, previous to his cepart- 
ure to-day for Halifax, gave out 
the following figures as his esti- 
mate of Conservative strength in 
the next house ofcommons. Mr. 
Roblin said that Mr. Borden 
would carry 68 out of the 86 
Ontario divisions, a solid 7 from 
British Columbia, 8 out of 10 trom 
Manitoba, 1 in the Yukon, & out 


Conservative Rally. 


A meeting of all the Con- 
servatives of Red Deer is 
called for Friday evening in 
Alexandra Hall at 8 o’clock, 
This will be the first meeting 
of the campaign, and every 
man desiruus of good gov- 
ernment is urged to be on 
hand and take part.

Fireman Scott Killed 
at Blackfalds. 


A fatal accident occurred at 
the gravel pit near Blackfalds on 
Thursday afternoon at 1.30 
o’clock, when a young man 
named Albert Scott, of Calgary, 
met with a horrible death by the 
big mogul engine 1341 tipping 
over and falling on him, crushing 
him to death. The engine had to 
make a smart run to get out of 
the pit with the load, and there 
was a sharp curve at the foot of 
the grade, and the engine got off 
the rails and fell on its aide, 
pinning the young man under- 
neath. The engineer, Oscar 
England, escaped unhurt as he 
was thrown from the upper side 
of the cab, The auxiliary was 
wired for to Red Deer and in fif- 
teen minutes was ready, and in 
some twenty-four minutes was on 
the spot. Butthe young man’s 
lifeless body had been taken out 
before the train arrived. Dr. 
Parsons thought the young man 
could not have breathed after the 
engine fell on him 

The body was brought to 
Stone’s undertaking parlors and 
an inquest held on Friday. It 
was adjourned to Monday to visit 
the scene, and completed yester- 
day morning. After hearing 
evidence from Dr. Parsons, W. 
A. Begg, conductor; Osoar 
England, engineer; M. A. Mo- 
Donald and M.Hefferman, brakes- 
men; Geo. Bell, roadmaster; J. 
H. Little, foreman in charge of 
work at pit, and R. Johnson, 
extra gang foreman, the jury 
brought in the following verdict: 

The said Albert Scott came to 
his death from the overturning 
of engine No. 1341, the said 
Albert Scott being killed by being 
pinned under engine 1341 while 
attempting to escape through the 
window of the cab of the said 
engine, and from the evidence 
produced the jury exonerate the 
employees engaged at the gravel

Dr. Clark at Blackfalds. 


Dr. Clark held a meeting at 
Blackfalds on Friday evening 
last.

of yielding—at least he has stated that, 
provided that the cattle could be ad- 
mitted without risk, he would favor 
their admission. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
however, is evidently not very sanguine. 
He has repeated the assertion that 
there was absolutely no danger in 
Canadian cattle being admitted, and 
that the crttle were free from infec- 
tious diseases; but he would not trust 
himself to say more than that “if the 
Prime Minister of England has ex- 
pressed himself that way, we will take 
note of what he said. If anything can 
be done, it will be done.” In the 
meantime the editors of three Can- 
adian papers have been protesting in 
the London Press against the embargo. 
One of them says, ‘“‘The embargo 
against Canadian cattle is bitterly re- 
sented, not because it isa measure of 
protection, but because it falsely 
charges Canadian cattle with being 
diseased.” Another says, ‘Canadians 
who have given a preferential tariff 
would have a sentimentul appreciation 
of the removal greater even than of its 
mere material benefit here.” Unfor- 
tunately for the success of the agita- 
tion, Mr. Asquith is, from another 
quarter, pressed not to remove the 
embargo. The Irish menibers of the 
British House of Commons say very 
plainly that if the embargo were re- 
moved, it would land Ireland in banke 
ruptcy. It is curious to note how pro- 
fessed freetraders, as the Irish mein- 
bers are, can be rank protectionists on 
occasions. It seems that it is heresy 
to wish to keep out, by a small tariff, 
foreign-made goods that compete with 
British, but perfectly right to keep 
out Canadian cattle because they may 
lessen the value of Irish cattle. 


The Elections. 


Ottawr, Sept. 9.—(Special).—It is 
posi.ively asserted that the govern- 
ment has definitely decided on Tues? 
day, Nov. 3, as the date of the genera 
elections. 

A well informed politician who made 
this statement adds that the formal 
announcement will be made before Sir 
Wilfrid leaves on his Ontario tour, 
unless the premier should decide to 
make it himself at the meeting at 
Niagara on Sept. 15. \ 


Ottawa, Sept. 13.—No official infor- |} 


mation as to the exact date of the 
election is yet availuble, but it is 
practically certain that the day select- 
ed for polling will be either Wednes- 
day, Oct. 28 or Thursday, Oct. 29. 

Good progress has been made with 
printing voters’ lists and the secretary 
of state’s department is now sending 
them out to various constituencies as 
rapidly as possible. 

Sir Wilfrid expects to return to 
Ottawa for Wednesday next, when a 
cabinet meeting will be held which 
will probably be followed by announce- 
ment of dissolution.

Conservative Leaders Busy.—Sir Wilfrid and the Provincial 
Premiers. 


POOR MR. PUGSLEY, LIKE ‘WHIPPED SPANIEL,” GROWS 
FIERCE AT A SAFE DISTANCE. 


With the prospect of an election 
at the end of October or the be- 
ginning of November, the Con- 
servatives have begun a vigorous 
and! aggressive campaign. Mr. 
Borden took a short rest, after 
which he returned to Ottawa and |. 
attended to various matters of 
organization and is now address- 
ing meetings in Noya Scvctia. 
From there he will move west- 
ward, speaking in all the pro-| 
vinces east of Manitoba. Mr. 
Monk and other Quebec leaders) 
have addressed meetings in their 
own province and throughout the 
country. Other Conservative | 
leaders and members are at work ' 
in their own districts. Mr. Foster | 
has held eleven remarkably suc-: 
cessful meetings in the three 
Eastern provinces,and is to speak 
during the next two or three 
weeks in Ontario. Mr. Ames has 
gone all through the West with 
his campaign against the spoilers 
and plunderers of the public 
domain in that country, thus 
accepting the challenge to make 
his charges in the places where 
the transactions occurrec and 
where the land and timber graft- 
ers are known. 


PROVINCIAL LEADERS, 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier can thank 
himself for the appearance of 
provincial premiers and ministers 
with Mr. Borden at his future 
meetings. Among these will be 
Sir James Whitney, when he re- 
turns from England, and some of 
his ministers in the meantime; 
Mr. Roblin, Premier of Manitoba; 
Mr. Hazen, Premier of New 
Brunswick, and Mr. McBride of 
British Columbia. Sir John Mac- 
donald was not disposed to mix 
federal and provincial politics. 
Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Blake 
took the same view. But Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier came into office 
by an alliance with provincial 
premiers, three of whom he took 
into his ministry. He has thrown 
the whole federal influence into 
every provincial contest since he 
became premier, declaring that 
the late Ontario Government was 
the right arm, and Premier Par- 
ent’s administration the left arm 
of his own ministry. Sir Wilfrid’s 
right arm was neatly amputated 
three years ago by the people of 
Ontario. He lost his left by a re- 
volt among his own Quebec 
friends. But every Conservative 
provincial victory has _ been 
obtained against all the power 
that the federal administration 
could exert. 


THINGS ARE DIFFERENT. ** 


When Sir Wilfrid took office he 
had athis back the solid support 
of all the Provincial Governments 
from the Atlantic to the prairies. 
First he lost Manitoba, then On- 
tario, then New Brunswick. A 
straight Conservative Govern- 
ment has taken the place of a 
mixed organization in British 
Columbia. To-day more than half 
of the people in Canada are under 
Conservative Provincial Govern- 
Those of Ontario, British 
Columbia and New Brunswick 
have been established since Sir 
Wilfrid last appealed to the people. 
He has made it impossible for 
these administrations to be neut- 
ralin the coming fight. More- 
over, the Premier will find that 
the various machines which in 
times past manipulated ballots 
and stole elections will no longer 
have the protection of the Depart- 


ment of Justice in the province) P 


where they have carried on their 
most successful operations. Twice 
since 1904 the people of Ontario 
have condemned and sentenced 
this machine and the party to 
which it belonged. When Sir 
Wilfrid starts out this month : 


his Ontario tour he will find some 
vacant chairs where men high in 
provincial positions used to sit 
around him. It is true that hehas 
taken the discredited Premier 
into the Senate, and one member 
of the condemned government 
into his cabinet, that he has made 
another a judge and one a goy- 
ernor, and still another a royal 
commissioner. That does not 
offset what the people have done. 
It only shows that Sir Wilfrid is 
not on the side of the people. 


A LOAD TO CARRY. 


Sir Wilfrid is further embar- 
rassed with the presence in his 
cabinet of the chief personage of 
the late New Brunswick Govern- 
ment, which last March went 
down in disgrace before an in- 
dignant population, and has been 
still further discredited by dis- 
closures made since in the exam- 
ination of the public accounts. 
Probably there was never in an 
organized community outside of 
South America,Turkey or Egypt, 
such a record of private dealinga 
with public funds. Ministers used 
the public treasury as a private | 


bank, drawing money when they 
needed it, paying part of it back 
when they were in funds, and 
then drawing more at election 
times, These transactions never 
appeared in the public axcounts, 
and it was not until the Govern- 
ment was overthrown and audi- 
tors appointed that the public 
came to understand what a ‘‘sus- 
pense account’? meant in New 
Brunswick finance. Mr. Pugsley 
is busy explaining that he gave 
value in extra services for all the 
overdrafts which he has returned 
to the treasury since the change 
of government. Some of these 
services were rendered eight or 
ten years ago and were supposed 
to be settled for. Most people 
thought they were excessively 
rewarded at the time, seeing that 
Mr. Pugsley with a nominal 
salary of 52,100, was in the habit 
of drawing 536,000 to $10,000 a 
year from the treasury for legal 
services. 


RATHER COWARDLY. 


Just before Parliament met last 
November, Mr.Pugsley, speaking 
in New Brunswick, made certain 
charges against Mr. Borden in 
regard to campaign funds. When 
the House met he was challenged 
to make his charges there to Mr. 
Borden’s face. Among others who 
made this challenge was Mr. A. 
E. Kemp, of Toronto. It came 
naturally from him, because Mr. 
Pugsley’s attack on Mr. Borden 
was in the form of a reply to 
statements made in Toronto by 
Mr. Kemp. When Mr. Kemp 
faced Mr. Pugsley in the House 
he said among other things: 

“The Hon. Gentleman (Mr. 
Pugsley )has resorted to the lowest 
sort of a campaign in this matter. 
He has gone before public meet- 
ings of his partisan supporters 
and has made statements which 
I challenge him to make in this 
House face to face with us. Now 
I hope that the Minister of Public 
Works will deem it his duty to 
make good what he has stated 
outside of the House. If the Hon. 
Gentleman aa to go further, 
if he is satisfled to make insinu- 
ations in a way he has done out- 
side of this House without taking 
steps to make his position good, 
I cannot but feel that he is con- 
demned before the country for 
making statements which he knew 
were not true. Sir, he has talked 
of these things on the huastinga, 
but he has sat in this House like 
a whipped spaniel not daring to 
open his mouth. He is now at the 
bar of public opinion and let him 
choose his course.’’ 

Mr. Pugsley continued to sit 
like a whipped spaniel during the 
seven months of the session, and 
though repeatedly challenged 
made no attempt to substantiate 
in Mr. Borden’s presence what 
he said about him when Mr. 
Borden was 3,000 miles away. 
But, strange to say,on the second 
political meeting which the min- 
ister addressed in his own pro- 
vince after the session was over, 
he returned to the old slanders, 
and only explained his silence in 
the House by saying that Mr. 
Kemp was unworthy of his atten- 
tion, though it was the same Mr. 
Kemp whose remarks called forth 
Mr. Pugsley’s original statements. 


LIBEL SUITS THAT FAILED. 


It may be further remembered 
that when Mr. Pugsley «made his 
first charge, a Toronto newspaper 
ointed out that Mr. Pugsley 
himself had been accused of con- 
spiring a few years before for the 
overthrow of the Laurier Govern- 
ment, which he was then pretend- 
ing to support. Mr. Pugsley at 
once gave notice of a libel suit, 
which the paper welcomed as 
likely to throw some light on a 
mysterious chapter of Canadian 
political history. Mr, Pugsley 
never proceeded with this suit, 
nor with any others that he 
threatened. It was Mr. Pugsley, 
who as Mr. Icmmerson’s adviser, 
instituted proceedings forcriminal 
libel in the ‘‘wine, women and 
graft” affair. That suit also col- 
lapsed, together with three civil 
libel suits instituted in the same 
matter, Mr. Pugsley suddenly 
appearing afterwards as Mr. 
IXmmerson’s successor in the 
ministry. 


A BAD PLACE FOR HIM. 


In the present state of the Do-; 


minion finances, and in view of 
the grotesque financial methods 
of the Pugsley administration in 
New Bruneawick, it is unfortunate 
that Mr. Pugsley should have 
charge of one of the great spend- 
ing departments of the Canadian 
Government. Enough was dis- 
covered last session in dredging 
contracts alone to show that this 
minister ig an easy mark for con- 
tractors. That was illustrated in 
new contracts given on the lakes. 


It was also found that one dredg- 
ing company, working in St.John 
Harbour, in ten months received 
$375,000, and it is stated on good 
authority that $100,000 of this 
covered all operating expenses, 
3150,000 purchased and repaired 
the dredge, leaving the company 
$125,000 profit and the dredge to 
the good. The chief member of 
this company is the son of amem- 
ber of Parliament and obtained 
the contract without tender. Just 
now Mr. Pugsley finds it neces- 
sary to acquire for his party a 
newspaper in St. John, and it is 
a significant fact that the chief 
movers in that enterprise are men 
with dredging contrauts. The 
sad result of Mr’ Pugsley’s inter- 
ference with the last provincial 
election makes him anxious to 
gather in help from all sources 
for another sectional appeal. 


WON’T USE THE ROSS RIFLE. 


The Department of Militia re- 
cently announced that at last the 
whole militia force was to be arm- 
ed with the Ross rifle. The 
militiamen must take it whether 
they like it or not. But this week 
the D.R.A. matches are taking 
place, and the expert shots in the 
country are gathered at Rockliffe. 
Here the men who shoot straight 
choose their own weapon. One 
goes a long way among them to 
find a Ross rifle in action, and 
thoye that are used in this con- 
test are mostly found in the hands 
of marksmen in the service of the 
Ross Company. The men who 
wish to keep up their record still 
use the English weapon, which 
did not cost so much’money, but 
seems to satisfy the marksmen. 


THE CASSELS INQUIRY. 


Those gifted partisan lawyers 
who are assisting on behalf of 
the Government in the Cassels’ 
inquiry have been procuring tes- 
timony in Montreal to show that 
great improvements have been 
made in the lighting of the St. 
Lawrence. Some of the witnesses 
of the lighthouse board grew so 
enthusiastic that the Judge had 
to remind them that it was not 
the time for stump speeches. The 
question whether the St. Law- 
rence should be batter lighted 
was not referred to this Com- 
mission, but the question whether 
there was dishonesty, extrava- 
gance and graft and lack of con- 
science in the department. It 
might be possible to make a good 
light service without paying a 
couple of contractors some 
$2,000,000, and allowing them 
1,000 per cent. profit, 


MR. FISHER AND MR. FOSTER, 


The Minister of Agriculture is 
evidently distressed over the suo- 
cess of Mr. Foster’s meetings as 
compared with his own. Conse- 
quently Mr. Fisher took occasion 
at Lachute to accuse Mr. Foster 
of mis-using the funds of the 
Foresters. The minister went so 
far as to suggest that if Mr.Foster 
had not done as he did the For- 
esters would not have needed to 
increase their assessments. He 
did not venture to put this false- 
hood 1n plain words, but preferred 
to convey the idea by insinuation. 
Mr. Fisher has had his chance 
during two sessions to discuss 
this insurance matter in the 
House in Mr. Foster’s presence, 
but never spoke a word. He be- 
comes suddenly bold at the party 
meeting in Argenteuil, where 
there was no reply. Mr. Fisher 
knows perfectly well that the 
change in the Foresters’ assess- 
ment was made because the 
authorities decided that the rate 
was too low, and absolutely with- 
out regard to the result of past 
investments. He also knows that 
the Foresters’ investments 
through the Union Trust Com- 
pany, under Mr. Foster’s man- 
agement, were the most profitable 
that, the Foresters ever made. 
He knows further that the society 
had ample security for every dol- 
lar of the loans which have been 
the subject of controversy, and 
that these investments brought 
large profits to the Foresters. 

It would be a happy thing for 
Mr. Fisher if he had been able to 
handle his department as well as 
Mr, Foater managed the affairs of 
the Union Trust Company. 


WORSE AND WORSE, 


August returns show that the 
revenue continues to fall off. The 
shortage in customs revenue as 
compared with the previous year 
is over a million. Altogether the 
loss of revenue and increased ex- 
penditure make the situation two 
millions worse than in August, 
1907, and for the five months of 
this fiscal year, ten millions worse 
than last year.

Money to Loan. 


Not Worth While 
To Keep Accounts. 


So Says Witness Before Marine 
and Fisheries Enquiry at 
Montreal. 


—- 


Montreal, Que., Sept. 8.—At 
this afternoon’s sitting of the 
inquiry into the management of 
the marine and fisheries depart- 
ment before Judge Cassels, evi- 
Gence was given by G.T.Merwin, 
showing lax methods in book- 
keeping. 

Mr.Merwin said that though he 
was agent fer the Safety Car 
Header company of New York, 
and the Submarine Signal com- 
pany, and partner of the F. L. 
Brooks company, which firms 
had sold hundrede of thousands 
of dollars worth of material to 
the marine department, he had 
kept absolutely no record of the 
business done. 

He was unable to give details 
of the business, besause he tore 
up his letters and threw away his 
cheque stubs, and kept no letter 
book. He cared little for such 
detail so long as he knew how 
the bank account stood. Merwin 
declared he sent all letters to New 
York, and he knew of no reason 
why these books and records 
should not be produced, and 
would do what he could to have 
them sent here. 

With regard tothe F. L. Brooks 
Co., which has sold large quan- 
tities of lighthouse supplies to the 
department, he was only interest- 
ed to the extent of $2,5C0. He 
had since severed his connection 
with the firm, and had destroyed 
his records, thinking they were 
of no value. 


One of the First Acts of the 
New Government Must Be

The public domain of Canada 
is rich and varied, and it and the 
moneys which are derived from it 
belongs to the people to be admin- 
istered in their interests and con- 
served for their needs.
